Declares Ditector Should Be a Trained Railway | 
Man---Collapse of Systems Due to. Mis- 
directed Regulations in Past, He Says. 
&

Ledger. ) 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—Years 
ago the misconduct of our railways 
properly aroused popular indignation 
and led to the enactment of legisla- 
tion to curb their misuse of their 
ptivileges and their unjust treatment 
of the public. The railways have in- 
terested themselves in political pow- 
er and it took a 20 years’ struggle 
to overcome them. The Interstate 
Commerce act was amended from 
time to time until in 1910 the rail- 
ways were brought under complete 
supervision of the Interstate Coni- 
merce Commission. Forty-eight dif- 
ferent state commissions also were 
given power to ‘regulate railways 
within their respective étates. Thebe 
powers of supervision, national and 
state, have not been. wisely exer- 
cised. 

In the year 1916, although we had 
the greatest business prosperity’ in 
our history, only 700 miles of thew 
railroad were constructed, less than 
that dn any year since 1848 except 
the first year of the Civil War. Down 
to 1907 our annual increase in rail- 
way mileage averaged 5000 miles. 
One-sixth of our total railway mile- 
age has.recently been in the hands 
of receivers. While the bad condi- 
tion of some railways may be traced 
to unscrupulous or fraudulent man- 
agement, the chief reason for the 
general failure of our railways nor- 
mally to expand their mileage, their 
terminal facilities, their equipment 
and motive power to meet the de- 
mand of the normal growth of the 
country is due to discouraging and 
hostile governmental regulation. An 
increase in rates of wages, involving 
hundreds of millions of increased ex- 
penditures, enforced upon them by 
act of Congress and no corresponding 
increase of rates is granted. In En- 
gland such an increase has been 
paid out of public funs. The. condi- 


' tion of our railways is such that 
| $6, 000, 000,000 could well be expend- 


ed to supply the railroads with ca- 
pacity adequate to do thé business 
offered. 

Railroads Breaking Down.

Ruinous competition and 
uneconomical operation of railways 
could be avoided by such a provision, 
and the combined capacity of rail- 
ways could be greatly increased. 
Urges Single Supervision. 

By incorporating all the railways 
under federal law and taking them 
out. from/under the nagging supervi- 
sion of State commission supervision, 
much can be effected in making them 
more. useful to the country. Such 


| fostering and encouraging legislation 


would invite investors again, and im- 
provements in every direction could 
be financed. 

Meantime, what can be done as a 
war measure? If the railways need 
money Congress should guarantee 
thelr bonds to secure it. England 
has helped to finance its railways, es- 
pecially, as already stated, in meet. 
ing the demand of their labor for 
higher wages. Immediate unit con- 
trol of the railways can secure great- 
er capacity. The Railway War 
Board, created by the railways them- 
selves, has shown this in the more 
effective use of their combined 
equipment. Such good results can ba 
enhanced by enlarging such unit con- 
trol over-all railways during the 
period of the war by order of the 
President. Of course, he should not 
‘Cisplace those in charge of the rail- 
ways now.
